That the Lord Jtfm Chrift is Jehovah* 
is the Foundation of Chriftianity ; and other foundation canno man 
lay, than that is laid, which is Jefus Chrift, i Cor. j. i r. Epb. 2 . 20. 
Which Foundation is cleared by many, and in particular by 2m- 
chy, in his Trad on this Subject of the thyee tSlobtm (i. e. Migh- 
tys) God the Father, God the Son, and God the Holy Spirit, one 
and the fame Jehovah , written about an hundred years fince, 
who cites juft in in his (econd Apology to Anthony ; he dyes alfo 
Imams, Tamilian, Mofes, and the greater and the leffer Prophets 
compared with paffages in the N.Teftament, to prove that Chrift 
i,God,to which Book (being in Latin) I refer the learned Reader, 
and /hall offer a few Scriptures (of many) which have confirmed 
me, and I hope may fatisfie others, that Chrift is Jehovah. 

I take the firft from Gen. 2. 4. Theft art the generations of the 
Heavens and the Earth, when they were mated in the day that Jeho- 
vah iElohim made the Earth and the Heavens. 

The word Jehovahh a Name proper to God, and incommu- 
nicable to any other, according to Pfal.ii. 18. That men may 
know that thou , whofe name alone » Jehovah, art the moft High over 
all the Earth, Ifa. 4f. y. I Jehovah, and none elfe ; there u no 
God hefide me. So Deut. y. jy, 19. Ifa. 42.8. 

Which Name Jehovah fignifies God’s Self-Exiftence or Abfo- 
lute Being, from Eternity to Eternity. 

To this effect Buxtorf in his Hebrew Lexicon, explains this 
Name, as well as other Hebricians, which explication is genuine, 
and comports well with the Root nin, from whence this great 
name is thought to be derived.

And that lie kept the Seventh-day Sabbath, I think, is provd 
bv the Scriptures, which in general exprefs his being a Ld 
Without hlemifh, 1 Pet. 1. 19. which he had not been, if there b 
been any tided in his Obedience; nor had his R.ghteouW 
been perfeft, if he had not fulfilled all the Law ( t.e . all Rights-

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(as breaking their Sabbath, as they apprehended, but were mifta- 
ken.) And it farther appears, thatChrift conftantly obferved 
the Seventh-day Sabbath ; for, when he came to Nazareth, where 
he had been brought up, as his cuftom was, he wentinto the Sy- 
nagogue on the Sabbath day, and flood up for to read, Luke 4, 

1 6, to 2 1 . and then and there preached the Gofpel, and expound 
ded the Scriptures : Which (hews it was his Cuftom (i. e .) his

That Chrift refted in Heaven, appears by his giving up the Spi- 
rit into the Hands of his Father, John 19. go.. and when the peni- 
tent Evil-doer upon the Crofs prayed unto him, Lord, rememk 
me wbtn thou comejh into thy Kingdom ; Jeftts j, did unto him, Vtril] f 
jay unto thee, to day fhalt thou he with me in Paradice, Luke l\ 

4 1, 43. And it will not be denied, that this Sinner, repencingat 
the laft hour, and believing in Chrift as his Saviour, whom, he ac- 
knowledged as Lord, and to whom he prays, (which alto prove 
the Deity of Chi ill) intended by Chi id’s Kingdom, his Kingdom 
of Glory, and thrift's gracious Anfwer, That that day that Pent 
lent fliould be -with him in Pmdice, viz. in Heaven, the pb® 
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and date of eternal BtyTednels, does confirm it beyond quedion; 
That Chrift gave up his Spirit into the Father’s Hands, and did 
immediately, upon his expiring, pafs into Heaven. 

That his Body refted in the Grave, appears by Jofeph's taking 
the Body, wrapping it in a clean Linnen Cloth, laying it in his 
own new Tomb in a Rock, and by his rolling a great Stone to 
the Door of the Sepulchre. 

Asalfo, by the Chief Prieds faying to Pike, Sir, wc rtmtmber 
tbit he (viz. ChridJ faid whilft be wasp alive, After three daft 
I will rife again. Command then that the Sepulchre be made fare un- 
til the third day, lejl his Difcitles come by night and fteal him ■ away, 
and fay to the people, He is rifenfrom the dead. Whereupon by Pilate*# 
order they went, and made the Sepulchre (ure, fealing the Stone, and fit- 
ting tt Watch, Mat. 27. j 9, to 66. All which Caution and Jealou- 
fie of Chrift’s then Enemies did the more certainly eftablilh the 
truth of his reding in the Grave, and his Reiiirre&ion which 
followed, and took away all pretences of alcribingit to any other 
Power than his own, which was and is mighty, the Enemies 
themielves (againd their Intentions) being by this means made 
Witnedes thereof; which Red of our Lora was no way didur* 
bed by the Triumph of Satan and the then unbelieving Hebrews, 
nor by the Dejection and Sadnefs of fome of hisDifciples. 'And 
his Body reding in the Grave, appears alfo by his Refurredion, 
atteded by Angels, Mat. 28. 2, j, y. Mark 16. 5. Luke 24,4. ■ 

And, that He took particular care for the obfervation of the 
Sabbath after his death, appears by Mat. 24. 20. which flight 
there mentioned was not till Thirty Eight years, at lead, after his 
death ; whereof more hereafter, in the Anfwers to Objecti- 
ons.

5 - 4 °> 4 r > 47* and 
Lukt 24. i o. is a Proof, that all the Ten Commands were in force 
after, the Death of Chrid, and after his being in ?, »miee (i. «. in 
Heaven) and that his Commands were dill a Handing Rule for 
ail to walk by; and in particular, that the Fourth Command, tor 
keeping holy the Seventh day, and reding upon it, _ was no way 
abolilhed or altered by Chrid, in his Life, or by his Death who 
was now dead and buried, and yet the Seventh-day Sabbath ob. 
ferved: And if any fiich Doftrine for the change of the Sabbath 
had been preached by Chrid, it is likely fo great a Change 
would fomcwhcrs be recorded in one of the Evangelilts, but no 
luch matter is there written, but the quite contrary in this Text; 
and if any fuch Change had been made by Chrid, thefe Womgn 
would have known (omething of it, and would have changed 
their Practice, and kept the Firft day, orelfe, if they knew any 
luch Change, we mud fuppofe them wilfully difobedient to fuch 
new Command ; which cannot be imagined. 

And he that will compare and confidcr Mat . 28. 7 > 8* Mark 
1 6. 7. John 20. i, 2, 3, 4. Luke 24. 1, 9, 'V 5 - (where two of 
the Dilciples travelled to Emmem upon the Firltday) will eafily 
conclude, that the Apodles (and I think I may add with little 
or no doubt) and all other Believers did then keep that Seventh- 

day Sabbath, when Chrift’s Body lay in the Grave, in tike man- 
ner as the good Women did. But however, that Scripture, viz. 
Luke lutf. does fully prove, that whilft the Lord reded in 
Heaven, and his Body in the Grave, upon his own inftituted 
Seventh-day Sabbath, thefe Believers reded alfo according to his 
Command ; which Practice of thefe excellent Women, after 
the death of Chrid, recorded by the Holy Spirit, has great 
weight to relolve this Quedion, Which is the true Cbriflim Sab- 
bath ? and does prove, that whilft the Lord reded in Hea- 
ven, and his Body in the Grave, private Believers reded 
alfo.

Anfw. After bis Refurrc&on, what day it was that he afeen- 
ded into Heaven, or what day of the week it will be, wherein 
Chi ill will come again, I may not bepofitive, though from (ome 
circutnftances ; as, the diftance of Mount Olivet, but a Sabbath 
days Journey from Jerufalem ; and from the two Angels propha- 
fie, That that (amejelus (hould focome in like manner as they 
law him go into Heaven ; and, that this was when Chrlft and his 
Apoftles wereaffembledand come together, and Chrift preached 
to them, and promiled to them the Holy Spirit, Ads i. 4 e 6 
11, 12. itisfomewhat probable to me, that his Afcenfion might 
be, and that his Coming may be upon the Seventh-day Sabbath 
though feme, from the number offorty days, wherein he was 
feen by the Apoftles, Ads 1. 3, make feme doubt thereof. 

But, by no Account I can make can! affign the Afcenfion on 
the Firft day ; nor can I fee why that is 16 exprefly faid, that 
Mount Olivet, where Chrift afeended, and whence theDiiciples 
returned to Jerufalem, was but a Sabbath-days Journey, ABs u». 
but becaufe it was the Sabbath day. And yet in this alfo I may 
not be policive, becaufe it is not politively written When it was, 
otherwife than fas above) that Chrift and his DifcipleS Were then 
affembled, and Chrift preached, and that Mountain was but a 
Sabbath days Journey from Jerufalem , Alts 1. 12, which was as 
great a length of way, by the Law of Exod. 16, i<j, and j$. 
3. 4, as was commonly thought by the Hebrews , they might tra- 
vel upon a Sabbath day, which is held by divers to be about two 
miles, for which I know no certain Scripture. Some fay Mount 
Olivet Was but about a mile from Jerufalem j but, be the Sabbath- 
days Journey more orlefs, *cis recorded here to be but a Sabbath- 
days Journey from Jerufalem : and if this was the Sabbath day, it 
may be thus exprefled to anfwer an Objection , As if our Lord, 
by this Walk, and his Difciples by accompanying him, and by 
their return to Jerufalem , had after his death broken the Sabbath ; 
for, wc!find the Jews, during his life, watching him and his Di- 
ictples for feme Pretence to Charge him and them with breaking 
tteSabbath ; aswe find Mat. it. 1, 2. Mark 2. 24. Luke 6. 2. 

Audio might alfo beat the lime wrangling and objecting work 
upbn his Afcenfion.

But however that were (for the main point, which is the Sab- 
bath does dot depend thereon) it is undeniably certain, that af- 
ter the Afcenfion of the Lord jefos into Heaven, APlsu 9, and 
after the giving the Holy Spirit, APIs 2. 1, 2, b 4 j Barnabas and 
Paul (who were fent forth by the Holy Spirit) Alts 13 . 4, and 
their Company, went into the Synagogue on the Sabbath day, 
and after the reading of the Law and the Prophets (which were 
then read every Sabbath day, APIs 13. 27.) upon the defire of 
the Rulers of the Synagogue of the Jews, Paul (lands up and 
preaches thrift at large, Ath 13. 13, to 41. ami when the Jews 
were gone out of the Synagogue, the Gentiles belought that thefe 
words might be preached to them (not the next morning, upon 
the Firft day of the week, but) the next Sabbath. This Autho- 
rity in Alls 1 1. 14, 42, 44, is full, where both the Jews and Gen- 
tiles hear the Word upon the Sabbath day, which no man can 
deny (and is granted by all,) to be the Seventh day Sabbath, 
Atts 13. 4a. And the next Sabbath day came together almofi the 
whole City to hear the Word of God, API si]- 44 ' $o *^at Barnabas 
and PWand his Company, and the Jews and Gentiles it Antioch, 
oblerved the Seventlvuay Sabbath, after the Rejurre&ion and 
Afcenfiou of Chrift, and Paul preached Forgivenefs of Sin, and 
Juftification of all Believers by Chrift, to the Jews, and (upon the 
particular retjueft of the Gentiles) to the Gentiles alio, not upon the 
Firft day of the week, which had been more grateful to the Gen- 
tiles, (who generally dedicated the Firft dav to the adoration of 
the Sun, whence we ftill corruptly call itS unday; whereof more after- 
wards)if thathad been grateful to theApoftles,but upon thefeventh- 
day Sabbath, whereupon the Jews contradiPl and blajjbeme, APIs 
13. 45, but many Gentiles believed. Alls 1 3, 47, 48 - 16 that here 
were alfo many converted to Chrift upon the leventh day Sab- 
bath, and this in a time after the Holy Spirit was promifed to 
come, and promifed to guide the Apoftles into all Truth, John 
16. 7, 1 3, and after that Promife performed in the actual giving 
of the Holy Spirit, APIs 2. 4, which taught them all things, 1 John 
2. 27, by which Holy Spirit Barnabas and Saul were lent forth, 
and which Holy Spirit (as I humbly think) plainly led them to 
this Work, and into this Truth, and this affirmed by the Holy Spi- 
rit in the Word of Truth, (as the Word is called, John 17. 17.) and'

10) 
was undeniably written, I infill upon, as that which no man 
ought to deny : And for any to pretend, that Barnabas and Paul 
did herein Judaize, and only humour the Jem for a leafon, I take 
it to be a rneer groundlefs Surmize, (to lay no worfe of it) with- 
out any word from the Scriptures for luch Conceit. 

But this is not all; the lame Holy Spirit doth further witnels, 
that Paul did not only keep the feventh-day Sabbath once or 
twice, or now and then after Chrift’s death, but continually ; 
for, at Tbtjjalmica, (where was a Synagogue of the Jews) Paul, a 
his Manner was, went in unto them, and three Sabbath days rat- 
ioned with them, ABs 17. 2, 3. (or, freacbed to tbtm being the 
fame Greek word with that much (as I think) diftorted place, 
ABs io. 7, where the fame word is rendered freacbed to tbtm.) 
ItwasPW'sconlfant Ule, Manner, and Cuftom to preach Chrift 
upon the feventh-day Sabbath; And thisalfo is a Matter of Fad 
which no Chriftian man can deny ; and *tis remarkable, that we 
have the fame certain Evidence that it was the Cuftom of Paul, 
Ach 1", 2, (and this alfo after Chrift’s Relurreftion and Alien* 
(ion, as before) that we have of Chrift’s keeping the Sabbath, 
Luke^, 1 6, there being in thole two Scriptures the like Greek 
Pnrale for both ; and he that denies Paul ( in his mealure) his

I. The firft Obje&ion which I confider, is that railed 
from the Relttrre&ion of thrift, which Refurre&ion fome think 
convenient fhould be celebrated by a particular weekly day, and 
the rather ( as one (ays) beeaitfe it is portable the Seventh day was 
changed : Others more frankly fay it was changed, but they are 
not lure, whether by Chrift during his Life, or by him after his 
Refurre&ion ; or, whether by his Apoftles, or any of them, af- 
ter his Afcenfion; or when, or where, or by whom; any of 
thefe Uncertainties they do not yet relolve us, and I think we are 
lure ("and fome of the other fide do acknowledge) that no fuch 
Change is recorded in the Scriptures.

Why may not others command us to kneel to the conlecrated 
Bread, and pretend (as many do) that it is for the Honour of 
Chrift ? And, why may not one as well maintain the yearly 
Obfervation of Gbtijtfflffl m memory of his Birth, and of Gyiw- 
Friday in memory of his Paflion, and of Erfer in memory ofhis 
Refurreaion, and of MitfmtiJe in memory of his Alcenfion,and 
of EsS Adoration towards the Eajt> and that ftanding and 
not kneeling, in cxpeaation of his fccond Coming (which Ionic 
pretend to guefs may be from the Eofi) as well as a new weekly 
Sabbath ? All which Conceits, and many other luch-like , do 
pretend to be for the Honour of Chrift, and are ancient Ti edi- 
tions. and leem to intend and mean very well. When any perfons 
whatsoever (hall, with pretended good Intentions, affume an Au- 
thority of their own heads, to add to the Word of God, or any 
way to alter it, in a tittle ; in comes therewith not only the com- 
mon Tides oUMmm, &c. (as they call them) but the whole 
Remtjh Kalendar of Saints, and alLtheir Mats and Monkery, 
which have fpecious Pretences, and cannot be refitted, it the 
Churches corrupted, or the pureft Churches, be once admitted 
to have fuch a Power j for, if the Church, or any part thereof 
may invent and alter one day of the week, and the World « 
Chriftians be thereby concluded, and bound to obferve luchal- 
relations, I know no Bolts or Locks ftrong enough for fuch a 
Door, to keep it from letting in upon the Churches ofChrilt, 
whatfoever pleafeth thofe in Power, in any part of the World, 
whether it do concern God’s immediate iolemn Worlnip, 
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Matters of Doftrine, Dilcipline, or Convention : Men may as 
will take' tbe ( otherfix,ias one.day, : ( as cbti Romsijlt for ,|j»ny 
•.weeks anthe year. do) and- they may j»$ we)l , make any Qtneral- 
tetation in the (Eflenttals of Ghriftianity, if fiich Gapps be laid 
open,', and by the like ;reifon lay »as .great Burthens upon .the 
Chriftian Churches as were upon the Jews.ai old,orasare.now 
upon the Romtmijh , fuel) as are utterly inconfiftent with all In- 
, ftituwd Worfhi p, and. all true Liberty, ^wherein Chriil, by his 
'.Word, has madehisGhurches free, in which Liberty. we. are to 
Iftand faft, Gal, y. i, which Liberty eminently confi/is in a Free- 
idocnnot only from the Ceremonial 1 , Lawsof old, contained in 
■Ordinances which . are laid aftdc.by Ghrift, which Liberty ispur- 
chafed by him jbutalfo in a Liberty, aot tor be entangled, with 
.anew Yoke of-Mens Devices jand inventions, whereof there, is 
no end : Ghrift has; left i Laws enough .for the/welligoverniog, of 
• his Churches, to which Laws of bis if we yield.emirefnbje(ftion, 
we have certainly no need, farther to trouble .ouriiehres ; , atld 
;whilftno man hasyet lhewn us fromthe Scriptures . any IpSim- 
: tiomof the Firft .day, nor. any. Alteration of /the Seventh, after 
Onethoufand .Six hundred and Ninety . years elapfed, ; I , do , not 
now expert it ; for, places have been alreadyfearched by many 
Writers, and not being yet found, I think we may conclude, that 
( Change 1 never will be found. 

Obj. This change of the Seventh day to the Firft, lomehave 
endeavoured to find in John 20. 19, 26. In the 19th Verfe it is 
. (aid, iThat.tbefame day.dt Evening (viz, . the . Evening after his 
’•ReliirreAion) being the Firft day • of, the, week, , when til Deers were 
ii^iut,Jefm'Jloed'in:tbemidpi and. (aid, unto therm, (yttiz, to#ha Difci- 
r,ples)r Peace, unto you. .Whence fome gather, beejufe Gbrift fo(e 
upon the- Firliday., and appeared to the,Difciplesinthe Evening, 
therefore we .muft'.obferve the.. Firft day. And .in the 16th 
/ Verfe it.isiaid, Andafter eight, days' (hie Difciples within,. andTho- 
mas with them ) came Jefus (the doors; being (hut)andfioedi.in.ithe 
' m.itt , and, faid^Pme. unto you. Naw (fay lome) afteruyht days 
/fignifieth /here .the Eighth day from the .Re%re£fion, counting 
.the day /wherein Chrift. jofe for one ; as ,^we call thbfe third 
..daysAgues \Miich.have but one days interaniffioni Tertiamy and 
■’.t holt! Agues which have, but two' days intermifiion ^wrWMJ f and 
;• io.*he Difciples (having met on. the Refiirre^iondayl'met again 
i.thatdaySevennight. ' 
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Anfw. i. All which if we do admit, here is no Inftitution of 
the Firft clay, nor any pretence of laying slide or altering the 
Seventh 5 which I take to be an Anfwer fiifficient to all the Ob- 
jeflions that I ever met with upon this Queftion, (viz. The Ftrfi 
Jay has no Word-lnfiitution .) 

Anfw. 2. But more' particularly the Firft day, John 20. 19, 2 6, 
is underftood by Expofuors to be the fame day mentioned in 
lake 24. 13, 29, where two Difciples travelled to Emmam, and 
thrift with them, which Emmam was about (even miles and an 
half (according to our computation fiom Jerusalem) and (0 more 
than a Sabbath-days Journey, which (they (ay) was about two 
miles. So then thefe two Difciples did not obferve the Firft day 
the day oftheRefurreflion, nor affemble to worlhip nor reft 
upon it, but travelled (as far as does appear to us) about their or- 
dinary occalions, upon the fame day that thrift rofe, Luke 24. 
1, 1 3, and thrift travelled with them alfo upon the fame day ; 
and how that day was obferved by him or them, as a day of Reft 
and Travel too, that is, to journey and to reft at the fame time, 
is very hard for me to conceive. 

Oi >j. And as to that in John 20. 26, where Jefus is laid to 
come again after eight days, when the Difciples were within with 
Thomas. 

Anfw. Ftrfi, It is not laid, they were aflembled about any 
Religious Worlhip, whatfoever is affirmed of that nature, is 
meerly guefled j it’s faid only, that they were within with Thomas 
with them , it’s probable the Perfection againft them being then 
hot, upon the crucifying of our Lord, they lay concealed from 
the Jews, and locked the Doors, and were feldom abroad, and at 
that time were certainly within, when Chrift miraculoufly flood 
in the midft, and appeared to them. But then 

Secondly, That this fecond appearing was upon the Firft day 
of the week, is (gratis diftum) f reely faid, but is not there writ- 
ten ; the Text fays, It was after eight days ; fay thefe Objeftors, 
It was the Eighth day, including the former Firft day, that is, 
the day fevennight after his Refurreftion. So the Text fays, it 
was after eight days ; fay they, ’Twas after fix or (even days; 
which feems to me impoflible 3 for, let any man tell eight upon 
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his Fingers, and if he do not find that day after eighjf days to 
be Monday or Tuefday, (as we how call the days) then ft wifi, 
reckon ; and this being an account ealie to be qft up, {.leave 
it. But, For men to fay, that after Eight, is ' after Seven.oV Six 
days, and muftbe fo underftood, becaule feme would fain Have 
it fo, and thereupon to build this Change, (cents to ine contrary 
to all Sence, and further Anfwer to this I think needlefs, 

And as to that which they offer from Mark find divers 
learnedExpofitors underftand,that Mark reckons thetime from his 
firft being betrayed and apprehended, and that AferW (peaks 
only of the time that he lay in the Grave, which was taj part of 
three days; other Anfwers arc given, but this part of the Obje- 
ction feems not to be over-ingenious, for that thole who make 
it,feem to go about to iliake the day of his Refurreftion (if they 
could) rather than want fome Pre fence for the Firft day weekly : 
But, however this, or that in John 20, beunderftood, yet (here 
is no Inftitution of the Firft day, nothing of the Worftip the 
Difciples were met about, either the one or the other of thefe 
Days, and confequently little Colour for (itch a Conceit. And 
as to the Refurre<aion, it is (o fully proved by manyEye-witneffes 
throughout the New Teftament, as I need to add no more to 
that. 

Obj. Some fancy the day which Chrift fays to the Jm, that 
their Father Abraham rejoyced to fee, and faw, and woe glad, John 
8. was the day of the Relurrebtion, and therefore the Firft 
day of the week (as the day of the Refurredtion) muft be for 
ever kept holy. 

Anf Which day, that Abraham faw, others think, referrs to 
the day of his Incarnation, and thence inferr the Obfervation of 
Chriftmas-day, 

To which Objection from John 8 yd, (bme Anfwer may be 
from John 9.4, y, where Chrift fays to his Difciples, I muft work 
the Works of him that [ent me, whileft it is day, the night someth, 
when no man can work. Where (day) referrs to the time of 
Chrift’s Life and publick Miniftry, and (hews the day of Chrift 
Abraham rejoyced to fee, John 8. y6, to be the time of Chris's 
preaching the Gofpel, which was, in part, whilft Chrift’s Life in 
this World lafted ; and fo John<y, 4, isexplained Johny. y, (At 
long as I am in the World) 

Hi Their 
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Their Father Abraham joyfblly believed' the Ptomifc of' the; 
Misfjlab, and fo By Faith forefaw thrift's Coming, and war glad : 
Therynw gloried much in this, that they had Abraham to theft 
Father ; Abraham their Father by Faith forefaw ChriftVComing 
into the World, his preaching the Gofpel, his dying upon the 
Crofs; Abraham faw this by Faith in the Promile which was 
made to him, That in his Seed all the Nations of the Earth fhould he 
blejjed, Gen. rat. 3, & 22. 18, Abraham t aw this in the Type of 
Ijaac's being' offered, Heb. 11. ij, 18, 19. This Abraham km by 
the Light of Divine Revelation; he faw Ohrid's coming in the 
Flelh, his dying for Sinners, typified by the Ram fecrificed 
inftead of Ifaac , and typified by other Offerings and Sa- 
crifices, and he faw by Faith (upon the coming of thrift) the 
publication of the Gofpel of Chrift to the whole World, by which 
means all the Nations of the Earth, both Jews and Gentiles, are 
become bleffed in his Seed ; and Abraham was glad with the joy 
of Faith, Which gives the Soul a clear view of a certain promiied 
Bleffing and Good, at a diftance, as if it were prefent. Heb. 1 1 . 
1, 13, and fo I think John 8. ;6, evidently referrs to thofe Go- 
fpel-Tiines which Abraham by Faith in the Promile, law afar off: 
But that day which Chrift fays Abraham faw, being mentioned as 
a day in general, fbme would fain hook in as one day in every 
week, and foby a narrow underftanding of what Abraham faw 
by Faith, would reftrain it only to a particular day of the week 
by their Conjecture. 

Obj. Someguefs, that Pfal. 118. *2, 24, This is the day the 
Lord bath made, we will rejoice and be glad in it ; is the RelurreCti- 
on day : And fo they fay of the day, Pfal. 2. 7, and Aft s 11, $3, 
Thou art my Son, this day have I begotten thee\ and to that of Pfal. 
1 1 8. 24, they joyn Rom. 1. 4, where Chrift is faid to be declared 
the Son of God with Power, according to the Spirit of Holinejs, by the 
refmeftion from the Dead. 


Anf. Now, that the Stone which the Builders rejected, Pfal. 
u8. 22. is meant of Chrift, is agreed; asalfo, that Chrift is the 
Son of God, Pfal, 2. 4, and that he is declared to be the Son of 
God with Power, by his riling from the Dead, Rom. 1. 4. But 
the day mentioned Pfal.

the Shifts and Windlaces feme ate driven to ufe,’ to patch upfoph 
Conceits. And fame ofthe Ancients are feid' to utfderftaml by 
?/cf.2.7,and ABs 15.33, the eternal' Generation of the Son of God. 

Which feme refe'rr to the Refurre&lon, others to the Incarna- 
tion of our Saviour. 

The Gofpel day before mentioned is a day of glad Tydings, 
for, tkmmife which was made unto the Fathers t Gad hath fulfilled 
>» Chrifi, 0 s 13. 32, 33, the glad Tydings of our Deliverance 
from Sin and Hell, by the Satisfaction made to the JufticeofGod 
by the Merits and perfect Obedience of Chrift. 

Ohj. Some objed from Heh, 4. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6,7, 8,9, 10, 11. 

Anf. Where the reft fpokenof v. i,I take to be the everla- 
fling Reft in Heaven, and the day fpoken of, u 7, to be thefame 
day fpoken of Heh. 3. 13, if, compared with tieb.q, 2, the day 
of preaching of the Golpel ; to which it concerns us much that 
we hearken, left we be hardened through the deceitfulnefs of Sin, 
and do not hear the Voice and Call of Chrift, that (0 by belie- 
mnvema] enter into everlafiing Reft, v. 3. of which everlafting 
Reft the Seventh day, on which God refted from all his Works, 
was a Type, 11. 4, into which everlafting Reft the Hebrews (who 
did not believe in Chrift) Ihould not enter, v> 5, 6, who by his 
own Mouth, and the preaching of his Apoftles and Minifters, 
did firft preach^ the Golpel to the Jews, and warned them 
t0 t0 hear his voice , and not to harden their Hearts ;

Which Sence of that place feems to me not hard to be appre- 
hended by a plain undemanding, without any farther quarrel- 
ling about it -• But, for any word there to lay afide the Seventh ' 
day, which is a Type of Heaven and of everlafting Reft there, 
until we come to Heaven, which is the Antitype thereof ; or for 
any word there, for inftituting the Firft day of the week, as t 
weekly Sabbath, after the Refurretftion of Chrift, and in remem- 
brance thereof, to be oblerved by the Churches of Chrift in all 
after- Ages, I find not. 

The great Sabbatifm or Reft, then (and before) promifed tt 
the People of God, is yet to come : This Sabbatifm or Reft is a!

And however, Ido fay, that here is not one word of lnlfitu- 
tine the Firft day ; no fuch thing as any Command to oblerve 
it : no fuch thing as altering the Seventh day : And where the 
plain Light of the Word doth not go before us, it is our Wildom

Anf. 1. What that Order to the Churches of Galatia was, I 
cannot tell, unlelsitwere to Remember the Poor, which he was 
forward to do, Gal. 2 , 10, and Rom. 1 26. And when this 

Coition for the Saints was to be made, I cannot tell, if it were 
to be upononeday of the week yearly, if that Scripture will beat 
that fence, (but of yearly Collections nothing is there that 1 
know exprefly written.) All Husbandmen, and mod Trades- 
men and Merchants ( (bme few Cafes excepted) if they be dif 
Crete and diligent, may, about once in a years time, make fene 
probable conjeAure, how Gpd hath profpered them, and accor- 
dingly lay by in ftore for charitable ufes .- And fome Callings, a* 
Minifters, Phyficians, Lawyers, and divers Handicrafts-mep, 
may weekly make a Judgment what they have gotten, and ac- 
cordingly lay by for fuch ufes,* though I never yet knew the 
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pjjfon that fteddily pmftis’d that Rule: Sortie I hale kntMA, 
who haw for many years lain afide a tenth part of all they 
jpent, as they ipent what God bellowed upon them, fbefides 
vo lunt a r y occafional charitable Gifts.) For inftance; If they 
took out Ten Shillings to (pend, they laid afide One Shilling ; if 
Ten Pounds, they laid afide One Pound ; and lb proportio- 
nally. 

M, a. And whether that Order to the Church of Galatia 
were intended as an Order for all the Churches in the World, 
I find not written. 

Anf. j. And if it was a general Order for a charitable laying 
afide, yet it was no Order to obferve the Firft day. 

Anf. 4. And if it be an Order to lay afide upon the Firft day 
of the week, as the Objedors would have it, ’th plainly an Or- 
der to call up their Accounts that day, and to tell their Moneys 
they have got, and to reckon how much their Stock is encrea- 
fed, and what can be reafonably fpared from their necellary Ex- 
pences, and deducing all Charges, which every perfon mult well 
coniider that would difcreetly lay afide, as God hath frojjtttd 4 <w; 
which (as I (aid) as 1 never knew or heard of any man that did 
upon the firft day of the week, fo I think the Advocates for the 
Firft day will hardly allow, as proper Work for a Sabbath , nor 
yet is very confident with an holy Reft upon that day, which 
yet fuch muft do, for ought I know, and more, who make that 
a general Order, fuch ftrange Inconveniencies do arife when the 
Scriptures are ftrained beyond the plain meaning^ of them. The 
Order is, not to give to charitable ules, or to diftribute to the 
Poor that day, but that every one lay by him in fore 5 which 
certainly muft be upon calling up their Accounts; but whatever 
be the meaning of that place, as to Accounts on that day, the 
main drift of it is, that every one lay by him in ft ore, as God had 
froftered him, that there might be a Stock ready to diftribute to 
the Poor Saints as their Neceffities required, which (in the gene- 
ral, feme time or other) ferious undemanding Chriftians, I think, 
do or ought. But, what one word is there in this 1 Cor. 1 6. i,», 
for repealing, altering, or changing the Sabbath, or for aifembling 
of the Churches, or for aifembling any one particular Church, or 
for performing any manner ofWorlhip upon this day ? Eet it

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be what day (brae would have it, but every m was ioUyhhim » 
fton % (». e, every one (as it feems) afunder,) fo far is this place 
from that fence feme put upon it. 

Read and Judge. 

Obj. Another Objection is from Rev. i . 9, i o. John aw m tit 
W e PatmoS; for the Word of God, and for the tefiimony ofjefus Chriji, 
and was in the Spirit upon the Lords day, (Gr. En te Kuriake erne raj 
and heard behind him a great voice, as of a Trumpet , faying, I am 
Alpha and Omega. 

The Queftion is, What day this was. 

Anf. i' Some have thought this to be a yearly day, in Com- 
memoration of the Birth of our Lord Jsfus Chrift, which forat 
think was in December, and therefore we in England, and a few 
others, who obferve the old Style, keep the 25th of December; 
and the reft of the, Chriftian and Romilh World, in the Mjlen 
part of it, who oblerve any day upon that account, keep the 
,jth day of December, (i.e. ten days fooner than we) in remem- 
brance of it. , 

And feme thought the day ofChrift’s Birth was in September ; 
and I find in Gregory sPofihuma, />. 164, that the day ofChrilh 
Nativity was not in ufe till y 32 years after : He fays, the Adorn 
drians, Ethiopians, and Armenians hold, he was born the Sixth 0! 
January ; and the Bilhop of Middleburgb, that he was born it 
April ; Boreal das, in OBober ; Scaliger and Calvijtm, that *twas in 
September ; Hejjinsan, that Chriftians did not celebrate the 2 pi 
o\ December (as to Chrift then born) but to make amends forth 
Saturnalia, p. 1 66 . And as to the time of Chrift’s Birth, and th 
time of making the World, he fays, there are forty federal Op 
nions, f. 171. And which of thefe forty the World ftould rol 
low in fo doubtful a matter, which was not in ufe in 732 year 
after Chrift, and about which there are fo many feveral opini 
ons, who lhall refolve us ? Which Gregory was a very learaet 
man; and if thefe Matters of Fad be true about Chrifimas-dtj 
they may fomewhat Humble Cbrijlmas-daymen. But fuppo fingi 
were in December, either thole who obferve the iyth of Dm 
bet, orthofe who obferve the 25th, are certainly out in that ot 
fervation ; one of thofe muft needs be out and miftaken, unit 
they will both .yield, That if Men obferve any one day upon tb 
account,, it liifficeth, no matter which ; or, unlels they will k 
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That if the Church in franco or Rome command the obferving 
the icth there, that is the right day there, upon which Chrift 
was boiti, becaufe the Church there fays it. And if the Church 
here obferve the 25th, that is the right day here, becaufe the 
Church here (ays it. By which large Rule other Churches may 
as well obfeive any day they pleafe, but no one day at all 
being appointed (that I ever read of) in the Scripture, for com- 
memorating the Nativity of our Lord : I know no good ground 
forobferving any day upon that account. 

Anf 2, Some think the Lord’s day in Rev. 1. 1 o, is a yearly 
day in Commemoration of the Refurredion of Chrift, which is 
commonly kept upon Eafter-dayg which Refurre&ionday John 
and his Difciples obferved (if the Hiftory be true) upon ,the 
Fourteenth Day of the Firft Month, upon whatever day of the 
week it fell, according to the Jewijk Account. 

Anf. $. And fome think the Lord’s day in Rev. 1. 10, to be 
that Great Providential day in the latter days, when Chrift will 
appear to plead the Caufe of his Lordly Authority and Kingly 
Power, which (they think) John might fee in that Vifion. And 
fome may take it to be the day of Chrift’s Coming, which 
1 Tbejf, y, 2, is called ( wm ) the Day of the Lard, or the 
Lord'i day, which day, Fhil. 1. 6, io, is called, the day of Jefm 
ChriB, and the day of Chrift. 

Anf. 4. Some think the Lords day in Rev. t. 10 , to be a 
Weekly day 5 of which fort fome have thought it to be the Firft 
day of the week, which we commonly call Sunday, for which 
they alledge Ecclefiaftical Tradition. Others think, if it be a 
Weekly day, that it is the leventh day of the week, for which 
they alledge divers Scriptures, and which is to be preferred, in 
fuch Cafes, (which God has thought fit to leave lb undetefmind 
as this in Rev, 1. 10.) either Tradition (if Tradition were for it) 
or the Scriptures collated with Rev. 1. 10, is much of the Que- 
ftion between thefetwo. " ^ ‘ 

Now, as to the firft Opinion^ That the day iriWtC'to’l 1 *;. 
was an Anniverfary day, obferved by Johnin remembrance of the 
Incarnation ; or that it was an Anniverfary day obferved by him 
in remembrance of the Refurre&ion ; I may; fay as in the cafe of 
Mojtis dead Body, Dent, 34. 6, No man knoweth of hit Sepulchre w 
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this daf ; fo I fay here, the Lord has no where in his Word cer- 
tainly revealed what day this was, but has (asitfeems to me, if 
we may be allowed humbly fo to write) purpofely hidden it- 
and if we may humbly enquire into the realon of that hiding it, 
the notorious Idolatries, Debaucheries) Uncleanneffes, Blalphe- 
mies,and great wickednefles (to which God in his Word gives 
no Countenance) accompanying its oblervation, may fomewhat 
refolvc us. As ’tis generally thought, the realon why the Lord 
did not make known where be buried Mofei, was, that his Body 
or Sepulchre might not be to the Ifmhtes an occafion of Idola- 
try, and confcquently of all other Wickednefs, as it was in the 
G&lkoi Jam's Golden Calf, Exod. 32. 4, y, 6 , 7, which Mufti 
burnt, powdered, and ftrewed upon the Water, and fo made it 
impoffible ever to be found, v. 20. 

But the main doubt from Rev. 1. 10, is, Whether it be a 
Weekly day, and what day of the week it is. 

One of the great Writers for the Firft day fays. There is an 
Univcrlal Teftimony for its oblervation for Sixteen hundred 
years together ; to which, if that Account were true, (which I 
think will appear after in this Book to be miftaken) I anfiver, 
That from Lamech, Gen.*,, 19, to the Prophet Malacbi , Mai. a, 
j 4, 1 y, which (as (ome compute) was about 2480 years toge- 
ther, Polygamy, or the having many Wives, was frequently pra- 
ctis'd by lome eminent in the Church at that time, and was doubt- 
lels held lawful by them, for we cannot charitably fuppofe they 
commonly and openly lived in grofs Sins, and pradtiled what 
they condemned in their Judgments as finful, and yet there were 
Laws in the Word at that time (as we now find) exprefly again!! 
ir, as Gen. 2.25,24, The man and his Wife jhall be me fit ft , and (af- 
ter La.mech) Thou jhalt not take a Wife to her Stfier during her life , 
Z-ev. 18.18, for that two Wives at once for one man, they two 
would be to one another as two Sifters ; and yet the having 
more Wives than one was for a long time pradtifed, and little 
taken notice of ( if at all J by the Prophets, who fliarply repro- 
ved other Sins of that People, till the time of Malacbi, which (in* 
ful practice is fully refuted by our Lord, upon occafion of his 
rightly ftating the Cafe of putting away a Wife, Mat. 19. 3, 4, 
y, 6, Mark io. 7,8 , They two (viz. the Man and his Wife, not 
they three, four, or five) jhall be one fiefh 5 and by the Apoliie, 
1 C 'or. 6, 16, Efb. y. 3. 


And 
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And (6 the Feaft of Booths in Nebmiab 8. 17, was not obfer* 
wd, as fome compute from Jojbun to Nebemiab, which was for 
about One thoufand years. 

And for how many years the Seventh day Sabbath was before 
and under the Captivity turned into a Market-day, Neb. 1;. 1 y, 
M 2 1, 1 know not, but ’tis there written, that their Fathers mar- 
ketting upon the Sabbath, occafioned the Captivity of /M, and 
lfml, under their opprefling Pcrlecueors, was there particularly 
reproved for prophaning the Sabbath by Nebemiab ; as I lltyll 
(hew more under the twelfth Queftion. So that Commands 
may be broken, and great and plain Duties may be lorig ahd 
generally omitted in the Churches, and great Faults committed, 
and yet Commands are (fill Commands, and Duties continue 
Duties, and Sins are fti'lTranfgreflions of the Law ; and as foon 
as God does give us the knowledge of any Duty, we ought to fet 
about it; and when He difcovers to us any Sin, we fhould bewail 
it, and turn from it. 

And, in Truth, the longer the obfervation of the Seventh day 
has been difcontinued, if it had been for Sixteen hundred years 
together, (which Reckoning I think you may hereafter find di- 
minilhed ) the louder the Lord in the Fourth Command doth 
call upon us to return to the Law and to the Teftimony, the 
length of time wherein fome Churches have given a Bill of Di- 
vorce to the Sabbath, being a ftrong Argument to continue no 
longer in oblervance of the Firft day, to which we never • Were 
married ( that I find ) by the Lord. 

And (uppofing the Churches had all for a long time obferved 
the Firft day, and by Tradition taken it for the Lord’s day ,if they 
were long miftaken,muft they therefore perfift in that wrong Op- 
fervation, and never be reclaimed ? And, mull no man dare, 
tinder pain and peril of many Reproaches and other Perfecutions 
and Ruin in this World ( lb far as Angry men can do it ) pra- 
rftife it, or fpsak or write a Word for it ? For, all the Cry about 
the length of time ( if it were true) has only this Force ; that be- 
caufe we have been out of our way for a long time, therefore 
let no man prefume or think to put us in our way again, which 
isno good Arguing upon the Road, nor in other Cafes, and why 
inthis? 
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Anf. y. From Rev. i. io, it is plain, That John was i» rf, 
] JI and Patmos, and was there in the Spirit, (i. e. in an Ex ta fie and 
Rapture of Mind) wherein the Undemanding is railed and fixed 
in Contemplation of Divine things, which were afterwards to 
conic to puls in the Churches And the World » Which alio^ in 
part, was the cafe of Veter, Ach io. io, about theftxth hour, but 
whether on the Sabbath I know not; and of Paul, 2 Cor. 12, j, 
but whether on the Sabbath I know not ; and often of the Pro- 
phets; and John being in the Spirit, was on the Lord’s day. 
Now, to find out which day of the week this was (if it were j 
weekly day which is not written) I fhall offer the belt Evidence 
I can from the Word, Opinions in fuch undetermined Cafes 
being only Conjedures, which I heartily fubmit to the Word and 
better Judgments, who are awed by the Word. 

From the Text or Context we find nothing very confiderable 
on either fide, that I know, and therefore to find out what day 
this is, fhall collate other Scriptures ; for, whatfoeverisnecelfary 
to be known, and not exprelfed in one Text, is found in ano- 
ther ; for, the Word of God is certainly compleat as to all m 
cellar'/ Truths. I find a great deficiency in my own Underfun- 
ding and Memory, but nothing wanting in the Scriptures, and 
whomever is once poifoned with Conceits that the Scriptures are 
defective, I do not wonder if fuch run to anj thing that is. upper- 
molt : For, as the Scriptures are given by Inflation of God, ft 
they are able to make us wife to Salvation , 2 Jim. J. 15, 1 6, n 
And he chat thinks this Scripture, or any other Scripture, falfe 
will be no Rule to me. 

And here l may firft recoiled what was offered on the Third 
Queftion, viz,. 

That after the Creation the Seventh-day Sabbath wasmlhtuted 
by the Lord Jelus Chrilt, and by him was bleffed and fan&iiied, 
Gen. 2.1,2, i, 4, and thence thus reafon :

day of the week : And we find in Mat . 12. y* that the Exception 
was taken by the Pbartfees, as if Chrift’s Difciples, by plucking 
Ears of Corn and eating them, had done that which was not 
lawful to be done on the Sabbath day. Mat. 12. 1,2. And lure* 
ly they did not objeft agamft Chrift as breaking Sunday ( i . e» the 
Firft day.) And fo it mult needs be the Seventh day Sabbath 
that this Debate between the Lord and the Pbartfees was about. 
And the lame may be laid of Mark 2. 24, 28, and of Luke 6 .

By which frequent Counfelsand Examples Chrift did prove 
and demonftrate, that the Law for obferving the Sabbath did no 
way prohibit doing good on the Sabbath day, when Neceffity or 
Mercy to Man or Beaft did require it 5 as thofe who need may 
read in all the four Evangelifts at large. And thus Chrift, as 
Lord of the Sabbath, who gave it, aqd who perfectly underftood 
the (cope and meaningof bis own. Law, gives a clear and found 
Interpretation and Expofition ofthatLaw. , 

But, as rochanging the Sabbath day, there is not the leaft tit- 
tle in thofe cited places, or any where elfe, that I can yet find in 
the Scripture : So that fuppofing the Scriptures are able to make

Churches, no, nor the greateft Councils, ever could, fince the 
time of Chrift and his Apoftles, have any power to make a cop 
ftant, common, weekly day, holy 5 fo 1 that it Ihould be a Sis 
againft God to labour thereon : Nor have any now a liberty to 
keep Jtwifk Holy-days. 

But if thole places in Romm, Galatim, and Colojftans do reftrt 
to Ceremonial days,asdaysofCircumcifion, Col, 2. ii, 12, and 
other Days and Weeks before mentioned, which fome of the 
converted Jews, having been educated, in the oblervation d 
them, might be ftill fond of, and contend: for ; then they hart 
no, iuch rueful Conlequences, as fome few would draw from 
them. 1 ’ j 

And what if 1 Ihouldadd, Why may not the ; obfervation d 
Days, blamed in thofe Scriptures, be (amongft others) the obfc 
vation of the Firft day, for worlhipping the Sun, which was Ion 
before obferved by the Heathens ? And, if the Firft day .ha 
been them oblerved by the Churches of Chrift; ( which 'Tthinl 
was not) or the Apoftle’s fence in thole Epiftles, had been « 
level, ail days, he had by thofe general wordscertainly (as itleeffi 
levelled the Firft day with the reft ; but as l think that was m 
the Apoftle’s fence, fo 1 think alio that theEirft day was not at a 
then oblerved by Chriftians, nor by any that bore that Nani 
for about One hundred years after, and: that was one Sunday in 
year, in favour of Eafier 5 and whem a few were corrupted ! 
that matter, (for fome Corruptions crept in very early, and M 
chrift began to work in the times; of the Apoftles, 2;T4f/a.?

All tfhichfttt- 
ccs of longer Times will carry the Obfervation of the Seventh- 
day Sabbath till the Times there mentioned come, which are 
not yet come. But however that be, I think it is agreed, that

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And, I hear, fome of late, in defence of the Firft day, have 
positively affirmed, that the Firft day of the week is the Seventh 
day of the weekend fo the very day which the Letter of the Com. 
mand requires ; by which Rule that which the Word calls the 
Seventh day, Ihouldthen become the Sixth, and the Sixth the 
Fifth, and fo all the days in confu(ion,and all the Jeivi and Cbri. 
firns hitherto in the World out in their reckoning of Seven. 

Whilft I was confidering this Queftion, a learned Manufcript

whofe Advice Paul yields, v. 24, 25, 2 6,. which occafion’d the 
Commotion, v. 27, 28, Crying, Men of Ifrael help, this is the man 
that teacheth all men every where agawjl the Law (i. e. the Ceremo- 
nial Law) of Purifications and Offerings, v. 26. And yet theft Texts 
(peak of the Law in general, but cannot be underftood as meant 
of the Ten Commands, becaufe the Ten Commands were not 
in difpute.

have known foitie bVOr-iftfiifts ahd mitiy, ovetlopfe therein: And 
it feetfts, in fliortj to 1 yd irf A lively fplritual ConVdrie with the 
Father, Soft, and Holy Spirit, in private Duties and publick Or- 
dinances, (where they may be hid) ahd in a fibly Reft ill that 
day, favlng only nightly ahd day ly eniergeht Cafes of Necelfity 
and Mercy, for Men and Beads, Sick and Well, which general- 
ly are well ftated by the Miniftry of the Gofpel.

Worlhip of the Sabbath iliOnld tiot be performed at one Publick 
Meeting r Which Evening and Morfting-Worlhip in their pro- 
per Seafofts is not to be intermitted upon the Sabbath day; and 
for this fee Nm. 28. 3, 4, 8, 9. And I cannot , upon the 
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foddcn recoiled!, from the Old or New Teftament, any light 
of two diftindt publick meetings of the Churches, one before 
Noon, and the other in the Afternoon, as Standing-Duties of 
the Sabbath day, and as diftind! from the Evening and Mor- 
ning-Worfhip ; but this I fubmit to farther Enquiry. We have 
oncPfalm for the Sabbath day, ( Pfal. . 92) and but one exprefly 
appointed for that day, (that 1 find ) although the reft of the 
Pfalms may be u(ed on that day, as the reft of the Scriptures. 
And as to the time of that one Publick Meeting and Worlhip 
of the Churches, upon the Sabbath, I think it would be enqui- 
red, whether the Direction we have about it be not towards 
Noon ; which feems to be the time of feeding and refting fpiri- 
tual Flocks, Solomon’s Song, ch. 1. v. 7. Evening and Morning, and 
at Noon , will I pray and cry aloud, Pfd. yy. 17. And Daniel knee- 
led upon his Knees three times a day, and prayed, and gave 
Thanks before his God, as he did afore time, Dan. 6. 10, 15. 
which (as I take it) were the three ftated times of Woifhip 
among the Jews, but what certain Rule the Jews had from 
God, as to their daily precife times of Evening and Morning 
Worlhip, I know not, but only Evening and Morning, Exod, 29. 
39,41,42,43,4$. Nm. 28.4,8. When the Holy Spirit was 
given to the Dilciples, it was the third hour of the day, (which 
was our Nine of the Clock) Alls 2. 3, 4, ,15. And Veter's Vi- 
lion was about the lixth how, Alls 10.9, (which was about our 
Noon.) And Peter and John went into the Temple at the ninth hour, 
the hour of Prayer, Alts 3. 1, for the Hebrews accounted the 
twelve hours of the day thus ; our fix of the Clock in the Morn- 
ing was their firft, our ninth their third hour of the day, our 
twelve of the Clock at Noon their fixth hour, our three of the 
Clock in the Afternoon their ninth hour, our fix of the Clock 
at Evening their twelfth hour (as Scholars know) ; fo that their 
fixth hour was Noon, and Veter's Vifion was about Noon. And 
Cornelius was praying about the ninth hour, Alls 1 0. 30. But whe- 
ther that ot David, or Darnel, or Cornelius, or this of Peter anti 
John, weie upon the Sabbath, (being not diredtly written that 
1 know) I cannot tell ; And although we have fo much of out 
LORD'S conftant keeping of the Sabbath, (as his manner was) 
and ot Paul’s keeping the Sabbath (as his manner was) yet I do 
not lemcmber any Inftance of their publick congregating or 
preaching above once upon that day. But this aifo I fubmit en- 
tirely to the Word, and to farther Enquiry, 
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But if that be the Mind of Chrift which he has dir efted in 
his Word, I think there is much to be faid.for it, as accommoda- 
ted to the ordinary Cafes of Mankind, both fpiritual and 
worldly ; and I am credibly informed, that in feme parts of 
Chriftians do meet but once upon the Sabbath 
day. 

As for Tradition, I mean, fo far as I can weakly T di ,

4, 41, j}ie Idol of the Moabites, whom tht 
luppofed to be Lord of All ; for with thefe great Titles they lit 
neared this Idol, and worftiipped him as the Great vifible Loo 



,nd Ruler of the World, whofe glorious Light, and other ta 
f, nces together with that Blindnefs contra&ed by the Fall and, 
pi/perfion of Mankind, led them to make and worftip various 
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( ,n t heir black Garments, whom JoJiah put down, Heathen Pneftt 
„ Kin 22, t, which Name of Chemrim the Lord black, 
threatens to cut off, Zeph, 1 , 4. And it is likely 
the Romn i]h have that black Colour and Habit from the Hea- 
then Priefts, (for any thing from Chrilt or his Apo ties, in pre- 
rent prartile, or in favour thereof, I do not remember.) Unto 
which Idol of the Sun fome of the Kings of lfrael did facnfice, 
and build high places, which other gracious Kings, as Hezektahjo- 
a &c. broke down, whereof fee the Hiftories at large in Kings 
and* Chronicle! ; which the Lord forbad, as that which he had not com • 
mded, Deut.n.i, and which alfb the Prophets lharply reproved, 

7 «r. 19. t. & 22. 25, as that which the Lord never commanded, 

which was the manner ufed by the Prophets, to reprove and 
brand Coriupt Worfhip, That it was not commanded bf the Lord ; 
which is the fame Exception we take againft the Firft day. 
And he that went a whoring after Molecb, the Lord would Jet his 
fete againft that man ; which high Places and Images of the 
Sun he threatens to cut down and dellroy, Ltv. 26.10. And 
the t/Ecjptitins, to whom the Remnant of Judah would godown, 
had Temples dedicated to the Sun, whereupon the Lord threa- 
tens to fend the King of Babylon into /Egypt, to break the Images tn 
liethfliemelh, (i. e. in theHoufe of the Sun, Jer. 4;. 10, to iy) 
And this fort of Idolatry was anciently performed about the ri- 
ling of the Sun; and this was that Sin which (in a VilionJ the 
Lord Ihewed Ezekiel, viz, men d'Judab with their Faces 
towards the E ad, iporjhippiog the San towards the Eajt, Ezek.%, 16. 
And hence it was, as I remember, that the Heathen Temples 
were generally built toward the Erf, the Eojt biing the Poin? 
wherein the Sun rifeth in the Vernal* and to which it returns in 
the Autumnal /Equinox, which, as fome think from C 7 ew. 2. 8, 
isdireaiy over Pardice, where the Sun is (uppoled firit to have

And for further anfwer to the reft of that politive Affir- 
mation , I (hall {hew, that there have been many Chriftia'n 
Churches, who have for (bme Hundreds of years after Chrift 
affembled for Publick Worlhip on the Seventh day Sabbath ; 
which will prove, there have been fome Diffencers from his Opi- 
nion in Former times. And to the reft, 
ij?, I anfwer firft, That the Seventh-day Sabbath wasobferved 
for Publick Worfhip, during the Apoflles time, ( I think ) is plain 
in the Scriptures, and fb prov’d before in the Anfwers to the 
Ninth and Tenth Queftions. And, who could change it after 
that, Non Confiat. 

And if it were true, that the Churches ever fince the 
Apoliles days, One thoufand Six hundred years together, 'Itad 
walked contrary to the Commands Of God, yet the Commands 
are the fame, and oblige us now, juft as they did the Apoflles, 
and others, in Chrift’s time, and after his Death ; and the con- 
trary fraftife of all the World (if it were fb) will not impeach

Ifych'm , Presbyter of the Church of Jerusalem, in the fecond 
Book of Commentaries on the Ninth Chapter of Leviticus, h 
jome places of Syria and Egypt Men ajjmbled in the Church upon the 
Sabbath day, fol, 648. This was in the Fifth Century. 

Cent. 5, fol, 68 j, ’tisfaid, Thofe who faded, and thofe who 
dined upon the Sabbath lived in Concord ; and, that it was fre* 
quent in the fame Church to have fome dining and fome fading 
upon the Sabbath day. 

In the Eadern Churches they never fad upon the Sabbath, 
one (Sabbath) of the whole year excepted, which is before the 
Paflover ; the Wedern Churches ( by which I think they mean 
Rome, and thereabout) obferved the contrary. And they tjtiQte 
Auiuff ine, as fpeaking of this Diverfity, how they faded at Rome 
on the Sabbath, which if they fhould fay were (inful, then they 
fhould condemn the Roman Church, and many places near to it. 
and farther from it : And if they fhould think it linful not to fad 
upon the Sabbath, then they fhould blame many Eafiern Churches,

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and the far griper part oftht Chrifiian Worth This (as I take it), 
is in Chryffiom's Letter to Jerome, and in Another Letter to €a- 
julrns, where he profeffe'dly writes of the Fail upon the Sab- 
bath, and plainly (hews, that fafiing upon tkt Sabbath day war pecu- 
liar to Rome, and a few Wefiern Cburcber. And if any ask why 
I tranfcribe Authorities to prove, that for io many hundred years 
after Chrill, feme Dined and fome Failed upon the Sabbath 
day, 

1. 1 anfwer, to (hew that all the Chriilians in the World did 
agree which was the Sabbath day, and which the Firil day of 
the week, and that they all agreed to call the Seventh day of 
the week the Sabbath day ; which iome few now pretend to 
doubt. 

2. To ihew whence the Alteration was from keeping the 
Sabbath day as a Feitival, and turning it into a Fail. 

3, To ihew, that this Practice, by the Church of Rome, and 
feme Wefiern Churches, was not followed by the Eafiern Chur- 
ches, nor by the far greater part of the Chriftian World for Five 
hundred years after Chrift ; nor is it (as I think) by fome Chri- 
ftian Churches to this day, as I (hall ihew afterwards. 

Now, that publick Failingdays (as this was) were kept holy 
to God, as well as Feilivals, is known to all Chriilians, who. 
upon publick Failingdays (where they have liberty) do affemb e; 
for the Worlhip of God in Chrift. 

When Chriilians do agree upon a day /to aflerable, for the- 
Publick Worlhip of God in Chrift, there does appear no great 
difference, whether they lead or Fail upon that day, only here 
feemsto be the art of it: The Popes of Rome were about to 
change the Sabbath, and, it Teems, devis’d (amonglt others) this 
medium for one, To turn the Sabbath into a Fail before Eafier \ 
and this was under a ipecious pretence, as, for the Honour of 
Chrift, and in memory of his Paflion, as the Firft day was in. 
memory of his Refunedion j and therefore they firft contended . 
m uch about obferving Eafier upon the Firil day of the week, 
which was to be a yearly Fellival, (whereof more hereafter) 
and the Sabbath before Eafier, ( becaufe of our Lord’s Body lying

The celebrating and recei- 
ving the Holy Myfteries, I take to be their publick weekly 
Affemblies for preaching, and for their hearing the Gofpel 
preached, for Prayer and Prailes, and for Bapdfms atul the 
ford’s Supper; which, ia a. manner, were celebrated!, and re- 
ceived by all the ChrilHari;, Churches throughout the i whole 
World, upon every Sabbath .day after other, y et the Alexandria 
and Romans did not ufe it. This Was in the 4th Century, between 
the year of our Lord ;8o, and the year 507. Socrates, ft 
3 y 3, 3 f 4, (Ann. Dorn. 380.) This Writer Socrates was born and 
brought up in CovHtntmpk, where he lived and flourilM 
about 412 years,. after Chrifi, and fo . lived in that Age, al 
law with bis Eyes many of the things whereof he writ ; his Hi 
(lory en<M»». Dom, 440, whole Do&rine is acknowledged bj 
Dr. Hanme, (who tranfked him out of the Greek) ui be found, 
and the Story faithful, that Socrates was learned, and his Jndg 
ment grave, and his Writings of great Antiquity. So we haw 
tyyp Socrates a learned faithful Writer, polkively affirming al 
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the Churches every where'throughout the World, as every week 
came about, holding their Religious AiFemblies, and celebw-

Which Teftimony offo fubftantial a Witnefs ('betides the fow 
mcr and after Teftimonies) I do fomewhat relye upon as an 
humane Authority and Tradition, again!! that Affirmation of 
neither Trace nor Footftep for any other than the Firft day ( 
and this without the diffent of any tingle perfon (as they re. 
member) diffentingin 1600 years; whereas, if this (and divers 
Fafls before and after remembred) be true, ( which by an ft 
ftorical Faith no man can well doubt) then all the Chriftians 
in the World, between three and four hundred years after 
Chrift, (except the Romms and Alexandrians) in their AfTent- 
blies, as every week came about, celebrated the Myfteries upon 
the Sabbath day, whilft the Romans and Alexandrians celeb 
ted the Firft day, which they called the Dominical day;

’Tis true, the Firft day of the week, 1 in (ome few places,' 
where Popery much prevailed, at that time might be obferved 
under the name : of the. Dominical day as a Feftival, and from 
the Contention which had been, and then was, between the Ea- 
jltm and Weftem Churches, about obferving the Paffover year- 
ly, and the weekly Feftival upon the Dominical day, it came 
to pafs (as I think) that fo many Popes, Abbots, Bilhops 
Canons, &c. affumed the name of Dominion. v ’ 

As before, (whilft the Difputes between the Popes and the 
ancient Churches lafted) about what day to keep the Paffover 
upon, divers of the Popes and Antipopes affumed the name of 
Tafcbalis. 

And when this Controverlie about the Sabbath was by the 
Popes fomewhat quieted in thefe Weftem parts, which was about 
the Thirteenth Century, (whereof more afterward) then ari- 
fes Dominica/ the Hermit, and then St. Dominic about 1241, 
( i. e. about 447 years fince) and erefts the Order of Dominican/, 
which is continued amonglt the Romtmifts to this day. 

Cardinal Bmnim s Annals, An.Chrifii 603, fell. 2,& tom. i. 
Mopntie,felt. 17. This year, at Rome, St. Gregory the Pope cor- 
rected that Error, which fome preached by j^J&Superftition, 
or the Grecian CuftomjvThat it was. a Duty to worfhip upon 
the Sabbath, in like wife as upon 1 the: Dominical days; and 
he calls fuch Preachers Tbe Preachers ofAnticbrifi. 

By which it is evident, that fome then held themfelvesand 
others obliged to keep holy the Sabbath, and preached it up, 
(and probably in Rome) though the Pope callsit an Error. This 
was in the feventh Century. 

So as notwithftanding all the great contrary Affirmations and 
Boaftings, there are in the ancient Hiftories many Evidences of 
Tradition for the Seventh-day Sabbath. 

Ce#f. 9. Btrnius, Ann. Cbr. 828, felt. 27, 26, 27, mentions a 
Story ot a Maid poffeffed with a Demon, who being examined 
by a Romijh Pried, faid, He was an Officer and Difciple of Sa- 
tan, lent with Eleven more, to deftroy the Kingdom of the Frank/, 
becaule ( intet alia ) they did not' keep the Dominical days (as 
that Demon calls them) and other Holy-days. So, it feems, it 
did not then obtain in trance: To which the Cafe of Abbot 
Fajtacbim in ScorW has fome refemblance. . . ... ■

Then the Lord Eujhchius Abbot of Flay came to York (in E». 
eland) and being honourably received by Galfrid Archbiflioo 
of York, and the Clergy, and the People of that City he 
preached the Word of the Lord, and of the tranfgrelTtng the 
Dominical day, and other Feftivals ( or Holy. days ) • he gave 
the People Repentance and Abfolution, under fuch (or this) 
Condition, That they hereafter jhould bejlow due Reverence to the 
Dominical day , and other Fefiivals of the Saints , ( it feems the 
People here in England had little Reverence for Sunday before 
this, or for Holy-days) not doing in them any fervile Labour : nor 
h U exercifi or keep Market of things vendible, op the Dominical 
days ; but Jhould devoutly employ themfelves in Good Works 
and Prayers. 

Thefe things he conftituted to be obferved from the ninth 
hour (f. e. our Three of the Clock in the Afternoon) of the Se- 
venth-day Sabbath, until the riling of the Sun on Monday • 
and the People, devoted to, God upon his preaching, vow- 
ed to God, that hereafter they, would neither buy nor fell any 
thing upon the Dominical days, unlefs (perhaps) Food and 
Drink to luch as parted by : They vowed alfo, That of all 
things which they fold, of the value of Five Shillings, (de fmtulk 
m [alidads return) they would give a Farthing, tor a fourth 
part) to buy a Lamp (orCandle) for the Church, and for the 
burial of the Poor : And for the colleding of this, the aforefaid 
Abbot ordained to be made an hollow piece of Wood, in all Pa- 
rim Churches, under the Cuftody of two or three faithful men, 
where the People Ihould call in the fore-mentioned Brafs. The 
atorelaid Abbot alio ordained, that an ( eleemofynarie , or) Alms- 
diih(or Platter) fhould be.daily had to the Table of the Rich, 
in which they ihould fend part of, their Meats to the uie ofthofe 
Who were Indigent, who ,had .not; prepared for themfelves, 
(Which, in part, was a very charitable, Appointment.) ; 

And the feme Abbot prohibited, That none ihould buy or 
«U any thing, or litigate >.in Churches, or in the Church- 
Porch, (or Church-yatfljfe ' ' 
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Then' the Enemy of Mankind envying thele and otto#" 
Admonitions of this Holy Man, put into the Heart of the- 
King and Princes of Darknefs, ( lb, it feems, the King and 
Nobility of England did not keep Sunday at that time) that 
they commanded. That all who fliould keep (or obferve) the 
aforefeid Traditions, and chiefly, all who had call down the 
Market for things vendible upon the Dominical days, ihould be 
brought to the King’s Court, (or to the King’s Examination) 
to make fatisfa&ion (or purge themfelves) about oblerving the 
the Dominical day. 

But our Lord Jefus Chrift, whom we ought to obey rather 
than men, who illuftrated, (or made famous) and as exceedingly 
renowned, dedicated unco himfelf this day (which we call Do- 
minical, or Lord's day) by Ms Birth, and by his Reliirre&ion, 
by his Coming, and by the fending the Holy Spirit upon his 
Difciples, he railed up Miracles of his Virtue, and thus mam- 
felted it upon tome Tranlgreffors of the Dominical day. 

Upon a certain Sabbath, after the ninth [hour] a certain Car- 
penter in Eevtrhc, making a Wooden Pin againft thewhollome 
Admonitions of his Wife, being (truck with a Palfie,k\\ to the 
Ground. And a certain Woman knitting after the ninth hour 
of the Sabbath, (i. t. after Three of the Clock upon Saturday) 
Whillt flie was very anxious to knit out part pf her Work, fel- 
ling to the Earth, (truck with a Palfte, (he became dumb. Arid 
at Naifortun, a Village of Matter Roger Artmdle, a certain man 
nude for himfelf Bread, baked under the Allies, upon the Sab- 
bath day, after the ninth [ hour, ] and eat of it, and referved 
to himfelf part until the Morning, which when he brake, upon 
the Dominical day, Blood came out of it. And he that' law it 
hath given Teltimony, and his Teftiriroriy is true. 1 

And at Wakefield , upon a certain Sabbath, when a Miller, 
after the ninth [ hour] endeavoured to grind his Corn, fudden- 
ly, in the place of Meal, there ilTued out 1(6 great a (beam of 
Blood, that the Veflel put under was plmoft filled with Blood, 
ahd the Mill-wheel ftobd Immoveable againft the vehement Im- 
pute of the Water ; and thole who law-marvelled,’ faying,’# 
give, Lord, forgive thy People. And in LincHihfirk, (whether W 
mean Limkfhin , or what place die, 1 cannot tell) a certain 
Woman had p-epared Dough, or feWor Pudding pye, which 
carrying to the Oven, after the na»rfTjpr of the Sabbath, Ihe 
put, it into a very hot Oven, and She had drawn it out, 
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ft« found it ttdt Med, and (he (me it again tote the Ctoh 
made very hpr, and on the mottling, and on Monday. wheh 
fte thought to have found the Bread baked, (he found thft 
Dough (or Puddingpye) unbaked. Mo in the fame Province 
when a certain Woman had prepared her Dough, willing to car! 
ry it to the Oven, her Husband (aid to her, It « He Sabbath 
Mi the ninth hour is now paft, let it alone until M0ndav‘ ihd 

the Woman obeying her- Husband, did as he commanded and 
wrapt the Dough in Linnen, and in the morning, when (he 
went to look to her Dough, left it ihould exceed the Veflfel be. 
cauie of the Leaven put into it, (he found, bv the Divine Will 
Bread made thereof, ahd Well baked without material Fire 
This is a Chahge of the Right Hand of the Kfdft High : and al- 
though the Almighty Lord, by theft and other Miracles of his 
Power, did invite the People to the obfetvation Of the Domini- 
cai day ; yet the People, fearing mott Kingly and Humane Fewtr 
than Divine, and fearing thofe more, who kiBthe Bidi and can 
do no more, than Him who after he hath killed the Bodv can 
(end the Soul to Hell, and fearing more ho lofe Earthly thines 
than Heavenly, ahd Tranlitories than Eternals, (Oh (ad!) as i 
Dog to the Vomit, returned to keep Markets of things faleable 
upon the Dominical days, H<tc tile. 

This refers to England ; fo Scotland did hot receive the 
Change till m3, and the King and Princes o( England would

Which Matter of Faft (h ikes off One thoufand Two hundred 
years out of the Kingdoms of England and Scotland, from the 
Sixteen hundred years univerfal Concurrence, fo confidently 
affirmed as before. 

And take out 1201 out of 1690, and there remains 489, 
Which is a Prelcription much too modern and weak to alter and 
lay afide a leffer matter than the ancient eftablilh'd Law of God; 
I may fafely leave any Reader to make his own Inferences in fo 
plain a cafe, only there being (here and afterward) mention 
made of Judgments inflifted on fuch as violated the Dominical 
day ; this I may fay of that, though I doubt many fuppofed 
Judgments are miftaken, wrefted, and milconftrued ; and the 
Inftances before given maybe better applied to Breakers of the 
Seventh day Sabbath, than of Sunday, they being Inltances of 
Fads done about the ninth hour upon the Sabbath day. 

Yet 1 know not why, without any damage to the Queftion, 
it may not be admitted, that whilft perfbns are pcrfwaded (tho’ 
iniflaken) any thing is to be religioufly obferved, and yet violate 
it, the Lord might then, and may ftiH, in like cafes, punilh that 
Violation by Judgments ; as we find in the Hiftories he frequent- 
ly punilhed Heathens, when they prophaned their Heathenifli Wet ■ 
Jhip and Temples. 

Particularly Xerxes’s Army, who were lent to pillage and de- 
(troy the Temple and Oracle of Apollo at Dilpboi, for which them- 
felves had fome veneration, were (aid to be deftroyed by Thun- 
der and Lightning. And Herod’s Meffengers digging (that fo 
they might rifle the Temple) for hidden Gold, a Fire is (aid to 
break out of David's and Solomon's Coffins, and to have confumed 
them to Allies. And Marcm Crajjiis a Roman Conful and Gene- 
ral, taking Two thoufand Talentsof Gold out of the Temple at 
Jerufalem, which Pompep left there, his whole Army was routed 
a little after, Crajjm was taken, and fome of that melted Gold 
poured into his Mouth, which was thought a Judgment tor that 
Sacrilege. 

• And Capio a Conful of Rowe, after he with his Army had di; 
ftroyed the Church of Tholouje in France, and had taken thence a 
great Mats of Gold, the Hiftoryjj jjjfoyr ery man in his Army 
came to a milerableEnd j whenc$plp any man was.remar 

kably 
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kably followed by the Hand of God, they ufed this Proverb, 
faying of him, [Aurm habit TolofanmX He hath feme of the 
Geld of Tholoufe. And whatever grols Miftakes feme men 
have been and are ftill under in their own deviled mediums of 
Worlhip, whereof fome have been fas that of Apollo ,' at Delpbos ) 
was plainly) Diabolical, (and others very diverfe from what 
God has inftituted in his Word) yet how far the Lord may 
make men Examples, of fuffer them to be fo made, for fin- 
ning againft their own Conferences, though they beMifiriformed 
Confciences, I cannot tell. And I think it may be true alfb, 
that fome judgments have been executed upon Violaters of the 
Sabbath, whereof the Stick-gatherer of old is one famous Exam- 
j)le, and whereof I could align fome very Signal, within thefe 
few years pad, if that were a good way of reaforiing : And 
what more there may yet be I know not, Chrift can vindicate 
his Commands, and recover his own, when, and by what methods 
lhall pleafe him, and to him I wholly leave it : But, this I am 
fully fatisfied in, that he that walks according to his Commands 
hasnomannerofcaufetofearhis Difpleafure for obedience to 
his Will. 

And this I aflign as Anfwerto the many Reflections about 
Judgments fuppofed to be inflicted iti this Cafe, which Judg- 
ments of God I acknowledge to be a great Deep, and hard to 
be fathom’d by the Wifeft, and are fometimes eafie to be weft- 
ed both ways by willing Minds, but ire then belt underftbod, 
when confidered as directly punilhing Sins againft the plain 
Commands and Word of God. 

Now, although this Precedent of Esiftacbim be Ibmewhat long, 
yet being Seconded by a Council, and that tranfmitted, and pub- 
Med to all the World, in one of the Volumes of the Gdnbral 
and Provincial Councils, (out of which I have tranflated it) 
and this palling at the initiating or firft bringing in of the Ce- 
lebration of the Fir It clay of the week, or Sunday, into the, King- 
dorn of Scotland, which is famous for having the Gofpel early 
preached there, (and in this as famous, viz: for not receiving 
this Innovation' fo foon as fome other parts of the World ) ; 
&t\<l EvjrUnd being then much of the fame mind, (as before 
'has beenfaid ) ahd this being one Precedent, which may (erve 
to abate what is printed about the Firft day, as if all the Worlil, 
fince Chrift and tjje Apoftles time, hadoblerved it, and as if 

Q» 
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the Sabbath ever fince had been univerfally laid afide ; I have 
therefore inlerted it, and from hence at prelent (hail only ob- 
leave. 

That the Firft day (which fome call the Dominical or 
Ford’s day) was not obferved by the Chriftian Kingdom of 
Scotland, (nor, I think, by England ) Twelve hundred years af- 
ter Chrill. 

Of the Dominical day the Magdtkrgmj'es fay. It was ordai- 
ned in a Council in Scotland, about the oblervation of the Do- 
minical day, newly and lately brought into that Kingdom, (as 
is before noted out of Binius) That it Ihould be holy from the 
T welfth hour of Saturday Even, till Monday. 

And, fol. 788, a Synod in Scotland, under Pope Innocent III. 
An. Dom. 1203, for inaugurating the King, and the Feaft of the 
Sabbath, which, I think, might be' about a year or two after 
the Abbot of Flays being there, William King of Scotland called a 
Council of the Chief of his Kingdom, and commanded them to 
do Homage to his Son Alexander. 

There came alfo a Legate from the Pope with a Sword and 
a purple Hat, Indulgences and Priviledges to the young King.; 
alfo there it is decreed. That Saturday, from the Twelfth hour 
at Noon, Ihould be holy ; That the People Ihould do nothing 
prophane, but apply themfelves to things (acred, . and this they 
ftould do even until Monday. Boetius, lih. l\,de Scotia , fol, 788, 
which place in an hafty feeking I could not find. 

By inaugurating the Sabbath was the more folemn fettling of 
that matter, which was, as I guefs, about a year or two before 
firft initiated, or brought in, by the Abbot of Flay. As Bi- 
rim, 

Or, whether this inaugurating were not by the King and Par- 
> liament of Scotland, becaufe it is Paid to be by the King and 
the Council, of the Chief of his Kingdom, I cannot (ay, but 
this laft (eerns to me moft probable. 

But that makes no difference in the cafe there, and this well 
agrees with that of the Abbot of Flay, as I think about a year or 
two before. And how far this Precedent, after the fine Device 
of the Epiftle from Heaven, and after this Abbot of Floy’s co- 
ming to W, may reach tothis Kingdom of England, you may 
(ec there.

The Church of England' then, and feme time before, and long 
after, till Edward the Sixth’s time, were devoted to the Church 
of Rome, howfoever the Kings and Civil Government were 4 i- 
fpofed, whereof we find a little in the Prefidcnt before cited of 
Eujlachm ; and we have no Statute made for Sunday till that in 
Edward the Sixth, which was but about 1 50 years fince } (whereo£ 
more hereafter.) 

And Bmmjol 877,878, In the time of Pop? Mer,ctSusll } 
there were fome whokept the Sabbath dap Sahhidrii, (wls^k 
I think, was in Sows) who it feems held, that the Domiiji<faI 
day was not to be obferved ( Dominicans diem non afadam) and 
this was An. 15^, in the fixteenth Century ; but they (if it :be 
true what is written of them) by Popilh W riters, were other- 
wife Heretical , as in their fence all DilTeaters from them 
are. .. 

And if they Were Herqtihks, yef tms will difproye jpart of tj^ 
Aflfertioh before 1 mentioned, but frequently; the moll Qrthadox 
were by them called Hereticks, as they are by them and others 
to this day. 

In Lucius's Thirteenth Century,/. 264, B, and//. 357, C,D, 
of introducing the Dominical day into Scotland, we have before 
in the Story of the Abbot of Flay, and the King's Council of 
'Scotland, Ah. Dom. 1203. 

M3S4, 387, a Synod was held at Oxford, An. 1223, by 
Stefhm Archbilhop or Canterbury, where they determine, That 
all Dominical days be kept with all veneration, and a Fait upon 
the Sabbath, 

So that ho w far fome part of England then followed the Exam- 
ple of Scotland, ft worth further enquiry, which is about T wenty 
one years after that of the Abbot of Flay.

Market in Devon, and Ten more in other Aunties, the 
Firft cay to other days of the week : Which alterationfofMar- 
kets (which we find before in the Cafe of the Abbot of Elm)

England, (which one lately, in his Defence of the Firft day 
calls a barbarous and remote Corner of the World) had the 
Golpel here preached, in the Firft Century, (as Hi (for ians fay), 
and it was afterward generally entertained for fome hundreds 
of years, before they received the Change of the Palaver to the 
Dominical day, and fby the beft Colledion I can make with 
my few Books) about 1200 years (or more) before they reed- 
ved the ob ervation of Sunday, and yet had a weekly day of Reft, 
which-all the Records of old, yet extant, and down along to 
this day, did then, and do ftill, call the Sabbath day ; And ha- 
vmg once received the Gofpel, they did not fo foon receive Ah 
terations in Religion for the worfe,- as other places nearer to 
Rome ; as appears by the Cafe of the PafTover, the change of 
which from the 14th day of the firft Moon, to the firft day of 
the week, was nor here admitted (as I take it) till the Sixth or 
^nthC^uryfandthena.fobut in part) as appears in the 
adage of Mop Coleman, which Alteration Scotland then refit, 

• And for the Firft day, it feem's to be introduced by the 
opes and their Agents, by degrees, but not generally to ob- 
tain in E^ Scotland) till the beginning of the 

Jth Century, and without any Law (that I can recoiled) 
made by the King and Parliament, till Edward the Sixth’s 
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time; y & 6 Edw.Vl, dp. 3, which Aft was made about 15a, 
years lincej where Sunday, and many Holy-days* the Feaft of 
AU-jaMi and of Hoi ) Innocents, are eftablifhed Fcftivals, and 
jumbled all together, (it leems then efteemed much alike.) 
Which Aft provides, that it fhall be lawful for Husband men, 
labourers, Filhcrmen, and all others, in Harveft, or any time 
of the year, when Neceflity (hall require, to labour, ride, fill), 
or work any kind of Work at their free will and pleafure, upon 
any of the faid days. So that the Civil Government of En- 
gland did never (that I find) give Countenance to Sunday by 
any Aft, till about iyo years fince, and then allowed a Liberty 
fo large, as (hews what Efteem they had of that, as well as ocher 
Holy days : Tho', I remember, in one of the Englilh Chronicles, 
1 met with an Aft of the Common-Council of London, in favour 
of the Firft day (as I take it) about their Markets, which was 
fome time before this, but when I do not remember. 

That the Seventh day of the week has held the name of the 
Sabbath from the beginning of the World to this day, I take to 
be evident ; though ’tis alfo true, that fome late Writers (with- 
in Eighty years, or thereabout) have endeavoured to apply the 
name of the Sabbath to the Firft day, which (as is acknow- 
ledged by others) is no where given to it in the Scriptures. 

The ancient Liturgies do prove this, and the Mafs-book now 
in u(e ftill retains the Name of the Sabbath for the Seventh 
day. 

Our own Records in England do alfb prove this ; thole of the 
Iloufc of Lords, the higheft Court of England , Eljing.fol. 34,95, 
and their Journals to this day, whereof 1 have leen many; and 
every one that will, may fee, that all things enter’d in the Jour- 
nals of that Houfe, as done upon the Seventh day, are enter’d as 
done Die Sabbat's, upon the Sabbath day, ( i . e. upon the Seventh- 
day Sabbath.) And the like Orders for the Iloule ofComqons 
are weekly printed (Sabbati) for theSeventh day. _ ; 

The Rules and Records of the Kings Bench, Common Fitly 4 and 
the Latin Records in the King's Court of Exchequer, and in Cba* 
coy, and thofe alfo in the Chequer-Chamber, do call the Seventh 
day the Sabbath (whereof I have now fome in my Hand.) , 

This all Lawyers and Attorneys know, and all others, (who 
will ask the Queftion) may know) ; and there is no other Latin 
Word , in the Courts of Wejtminfier, nor any Latijn Procefs -frois 
any of them for the Seventh day, but ( die Sabbati) the Sabbath 
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day, and ( SMuti ) upon the Sabbath ; but : when the Courts 
began to fit upon the Sabbath, I do not remember to have found 
but guefs it might be after Edward the Third, who died about 
Three hundred and fourteen years fincef 

So that this Queftion is not yet fo fully fettled, but that fome 
did long obferve the Seventh day Sabbath, and that day has the 
name of the Sabbath to this day ; and I remember nothing by 
the Parliament of England, m favour qf the Firfl day, till the 
time of Edward the Sixth, about One hundred and forty years 
fince, C whereof before.) All which put together, feems a very 
ftrong Tradition for the Seventh-day Sabbath. 

The Grtcim and their Churches folemnize Saturday Feftivals 
imtwooii Enquiries, f. 128, and eat therein Flelh, forbidding, as 
unlawful, to fait any Saturday in the year, except Eafier Eve 
Viliam en voyage, l, 2. c. 2. & alii. 

The Grwitfwj are under the Patriarch of Conflantinople, under 
whole Jurtfdi&ion, in Afia, are the Chriftians of Natalia, (exce* 
m Armenia the Lcf, and Celtcta) oiCircajfta, of Uenmlia, and ' 
dRujfta. In Ware the Chriftians of Grace, Macedm.Spiw, 
Thrace, Bulmta,Rafcta, Servia, Bofnia, Walachia, Moldavia, Podo- 
ha,mMoJcovia, and all the Iflands of the t£mn Seas, and 
otoatwutGww as far as Corfu, befides a good part of the 
large Dominion of and thofe parts of Dalmatia, and of 
Croatia, that are fubjed to the Turkifh Dominion.

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The Habijfmts or Midland t&tbiopians reverence the Sabbath 
( Saturday) keeping it folemnly, equally with the Dominical day, 
Brerewood’s Enquiries , 128, IJJ, 132, if 5 ) & c - Eurcbafe writes 
of the Habijjm, as fubjed to Peter and Paul, and elpecially to 
( hiilhj as oblerving the Saturday Sabbath. Purch. Pilgrims, fart 2, 
fol, 1 176, 1177. So that there are a multitude of Chriftians in 
the World, befides thofe in England \ who ftill keep the Seventh 
day Sabbath. 

Sandis Travels, fol 17}, the Author travelling in the Eaftern 
parts, fpeaks of the Ethiopians , a Chrillian Fmpire, ftill cele 
brating Saturday fas hecalls it) as well as the Sunday ; they have 
St (eems (livers Errors amongft them, and allb many ancient 
Truths ; and this is taken noticeof in other Hiftories. 

I (hall eafily acknowledge this Colledion out of the Councils, 
Centuries, and Hiftories, to be very broken, being made but 
■out of a few Books, and that at feveral times, and in feveral 
places, as that Condition f which the Lord faw bed forme) 
would give me leave, and that they are haftily and weakly put 
together, my Time and Strength having been for divers yean 
much taken up in Studies and Bulinefs referring to my own 
Profeflion. and what with Weakneffes, Winters, Perfections, 
and Age, 1 could do little. But it feems to me thele Inftancei 
•of the Seventh day, ftill oblerved in fo many parts of the CM 
Ilian World, not only for many hundred years, but even down 
along to this Century, though they are but as Scrapps of Hi 
ftory, may be (uffieient to Ihew, that Tradition is for the 
ventlvday Sabbath. 

And if che Collections before cited be right, then. there is nol 
one line in that Author's Note on Rev. 1. 10, before cited, tilt 
is not milfaken. 

And this may alio (iiftice to latistie the Confciencious, tin 
this is not a new Do&rine, which fo many Chriftians have held, 
and ftill hold and practice to this day. 

1 lliould not have thought it meet to have written at all up® 
this Quell ion, but that I fee the more Able take it notin hand 
by this Eftay therefore I have endeavoured to provoke foni 
other, better furnillied to clear this up f if need be) to greats 
(atisfadion, which I have only a little looked into ; and IM 
may find (as I think) much more than 1 have, who alfot; 
many Removes under this late Perfecution, have loft (as I thinl 
divers Authorities which I had collected for mv jlure, in whit 
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perfection I have great caufe to'blefi God, 4 s giving me leifurc 
to look into this and ocher matters. 

I have alfo paffed by fome Expreflions in the Hiftories in fa- 
vour of the Firft day, which are written by the Favourers of 
the Romifh Opinion, which are very common in the Writings 
of the Monks and other Rom/jb Prelates. 

And now I leave all with the Son of Man, the L 0 R D of 
the Sabbath. 

But, what I have gathered out of a great deal of Rubbilh, 
(and before mentioned,) may be lufficient ( in my weak Opi- 
nion) to prove to the fatisfaftion of the unprejudic’d, that the 
Word of God fully, and a ftrong Tradition, are for the Se- 
venth-day Sabbath, and againft the Firft day. 

And if the Seventh day be the true Chriftian Sabbath, and 
that day (and that day only) be commanded to be kept, as it 
plainly feemsto me by the Scriptures, and (very far) by Tra- 
dition, (except that of Rome and its Followers) then do we 
weekly and wilfully break the Fourth Command, in a point 
wherein there feems no found Realbn can be aligned ; for, 
God exprefly commands to keep the Seventh day, and we will 
keep not that which he commands, but one of thole upon 
which he has commanded us to labour. 

What a learned Noble Gentleman means by his Inequality of 
days, in his Cofmical Sufyicms, I know not. (See 1 ft. jo. 19, 2 6.. 
Pm. ]. 1, 2, 16. ■ Orei{ Jmm'm) Nor what of Truth there , 
maybe in the Story of Fluvim Sabfoticus in takjHne, which, 
feme fay, only flows; (another, that it only refts)-upon the Se- 
venth day, but divers take notice of it. Barniui , An. Cbr, 3 3, 
fol. 28, feB. 12. fofepkm 7. de hello 24. Pirn, X 1, Hii. 2. &c. 
but on thefe I build not. , 

And here I think it may be of fome ufe to beftow a Sheet or 
two upon the ca(e of£«/er, to Ihew how that came in and is 
held up. ' ' 

As to the time of keeping the PalTover; the Lamb was to be 
taken up the tenth day of the firft Mobnor Month Nifrn, which 
Nijan (they (ay) anfwered to part of our March, and part of^pw/, 
and was to be killed the fourteenth day of that Month, Exol 
12. 1,**— <t~ 6 . 

The Month Nifan I take to be the firft New Moon after the 
Vernal, Equinox, which Vernal iEquiiipx is our t Eleventh Of 
Twelfth day of March 5 and whether the Fourteenth day W4f 
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not to be reckoned from the day of the ^quihbx (which Four- 
teenth day was alwaies in the Month Nlftm) I ; cannot tell 
Lucius, Cm. 2. 1 17, D. But this I doubt, and rather take the 
tirft, viz, That the Month or Moon Nifan began after the Ver- 
nal .Equinox, and that the PafchatLamb was to be killed die 
Fourteenth day of that Moon : Or, what other Reckoning they 
had, I cannot certainly refolve. 

To this Feaft of the Paflbver (i. e. pafling over the Houfes 
of the Ifraelitcs , when God flew the Fir ft born of the t&gjptim) 
our Lord’s Parents went up to Jmfalem every year, Luke 
2.41. 

This PaiTover, though itpreferved the Memory of the great 
Deliverance the Israelites had out of eAbgypt, vet the Lamb then 
killed was eminently a Type of Chrift. 

This Paflbver was alfo obferved by Chrift, Mat. 2-6. 1, 17, 
1 8, 19. Mark 14. 12. Luke 22, 7. John 15. r. The day when 
Chrift went with his Difciples to keep the Paflbver was proba- 
bly the Evening before our Friday-, and that Evening (i. e. the 
beginning of Friday) he and his Difciples probably began to 
keep it, and that night he was betray’d and taken, and on 
Friday was crucified ; which Paflbver the Jews oblerved upon 
the next day after, being the Sabbath day. . 

The Ancients fay, the Jews had a Cuftom when two Feafts, 
viz. the Paflbver and the sabbath, came fo near together, as to 
be next one another, that by Rabbinical Tradition they obferved 
both upon one diay, viz. upon the Sabbath day. 

’Tis faid thereupon, that the Jews , by that Rule, then kept 
the Paflbver upon the Seventh-day Sabbath (which began in the 
Evening) which they fliould have obferved upon Friday, the 
Sixth day of the week. And that Chrift kept it uj)on the Eve- 
ning of the Sixth day, which was the right d'ay, which was the 
Evening after our Tburfday , Mark 15. 42. Luke 23. 54. John 
1 9. 14. 

See Lucius, Cent. 1, lib. i.fol. 2*9, E, Whether the Apoftfes kept 
it after the Death of Chrilt I cannot yet refolve, although in 
Alls 18. 21,. the Feaft which the Apolfle fays he was to keep at 
Jcrufalem, feems to be the Paflbver, though that be not named, 
and if it were,, I think Raul took occafion to be there at 'that 
publick grdat Concourfe of People, to preach Chrift to that 
Multitude. And fb in 1 Cor. y 8, the Feaft there fpoken of 
might be the Paflbver, though it be not named 
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But, that i tjie AfJoMes wiete under no obligation to keep that 
Feaft of the Paffover, after the Death of Chrift, is to me part 
doubt, becaufe the Paffover and Lamb then flain were a Type 
of Chrift, and prefigured him, who is our Pafchal Lamb, who 
king himfelf flain and facrifcedfor m, i Cor. y. 7, at his Death the 
Paflover, the Type and Figure wholly ceafed, and was abolilhed 
by his Death, the true Antitype, and fo the Apoftles, and all 
others, were.by his Death delivered.from that, as 
well as other Ceremonies, wish are all nailed to his w,w ’ 

Crofij and the keeping the Feaft with Unleaveneds, the Apoftle, 
v. 8, expounds of their fincerity of Life , who believed iu 
Chrift. 

Lucius, Cent. 1. hi 2. 36. H,. However, there were fame (par- 
ticularly thofe at Rome) in conformity to the Jews Paffover, 
though in croffnels to the day the Jews kept the Paffover oii ; 
or it may be out of a good Intention, in memory of the Re- 
furredion ; or for what other reafon I cannot tell, who (it 
ieerns by the Hiftories) did, about the Second and Third Cen- 
turies, cibierve one yearly Feftival in commemoration of the 
Refurre&ion, which Relurredion falling out to be the Firft 
day of the week, they would have - others yearly obferve upon 
theFirft day, which the Er.fhrn Churches generally oppoled, 
thole there who kept it keeping it the fourteenth day of the -firft 
Month, the day Chrift kept it upon, whatever day of the week 
it fell out to be : But what Law from Chrift either they or any 
others had, or . have, to make any (uch Obfervation now upon 
eitherjof thofe days, or upon any other, day, 1 am ; wholly to 
leek. . ■ 

’Tis true, 'the Jews obferved the Paffover, as appears Alls 
i2. 4, where the Paffover is rendered (Eaftp.) • And’ that loifie 
yearly Feaft was kept by divers Chriftians in lieu of the Paffo- 
ver, is very likely. Lucius, 1 Cent, hi 2. fol. 387. C,D, where 
John and Philip. the Eyangelift, and other Apoftles, are laid to 
keep that yearly Feaft the fourteenth day of the firft Moon, and 
that lbme call it (rejeciffi) upon the Dominical day. ; 

Cent. 2, fol. 7. C, D, where a Queftion being moved, Who 
firlt preached the Golpel in Britain ? ’tis (aid, It does dot litffi- 
ciently appear, but certainly this is not unlikely to Truth, That 
that Church (/. e. in Britain) was planted in the beginning by 
the Grecian or, Oriental. Teachers, apd not by the Romans or 
Wlhm Teachers, and that the Greens transferred tltflf Rites 
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and Ceremonies to (hem ; and he fo thinks, firft)becatifel«n7» 
Cluniacenfls Abbas writing to St; Bernard , affirms, The Scots , ac- 
cord ing to the manner of the Grecians, were uied of old to ce- 
lebrate the Pa hover their time, not the Roman time. 

And then fccondly, he quotes Cardinal Galfridtss, who wit- 
neifeth, That the Britains wholly refund to receive Augufline the 
younger, the Legate of Pope Gregory the Great j nor would 
they acknowledge any Primacy the Pope of Rome had over 
them : Which Galfrsdus lived about Seven hundred years after 
Chrift. So that the Romifli Oblervation of the Paffover was not 
received in Britain for fome hundred years after Chrilf ; and lo 
there is that Tradition againft Eatler. 

Lucius , Cent. 2, fol. 89, C, D, E, F, G, H, of the Paffover, 
That lome Obfervations liuck long in Chriftianity, fetch’d from 
the Old Teftament, the celebrating the Paffover in many pla- 
ces was accommodated to the Rites and Cuftoms of the Jews, 
either becaufe being born and educated in JudaiJm, they did not 
underftand Chriftian Liberty, or becaufe lome great and excel- 
lent men in the Church thought, that a fudden abrogating all 
the Jewijh Rites could not be without troubling the Weak ; of 
which opinion was Augufline, who celebrated this Saying, That 
the Synagogue was to be buried with Honour ; (but, it feems, he 
thought it mull be buried.) 

In the obfervation of the Paffover, it is certain, many Pious 
and Praile-worthy men were tenacious of the Jewijh Cuftom, 
for that Diverlity remained from the Apollle’s times even till 
ViSor Billiop of Rome, and long after | for jt is not written what 
time, in the Eaflern Churches, the Cuftom of celebrating the 
Paffover in the Jewijh manner, was wholly abrogated, unlels 
that, after a lharp Diffention between Pope Vittor and the 
Eaflern Churches, it was decreed, That no man ihould ever re- 
vive that Controverlie. The French then obferved it the Eighth 
of the Kalends of Afril, according to the Jewifls account. 

But in the Roman Church they obferved it upon the Domini- 
cal day, after the fourteenth day of the Moon ; and this Pope 
Pius firft inllituted. And lome draw it from the Vifion of the 
Hermits, 

But when that Decree was not obferved by all Churches, 
(Pope) Fiii or, not without great Diffention repeated it, and the 
Arson Churches not being willing to receive that Cuftom, he ex- 
communicated them all together. 

Here 
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v ; ■Hwftnlowittib be obfi^red, th»Mhe Apolfoi 

and Apoftolical men never co'nllituted anyLaw, neither of the 
P'afch (or Paffovei - ) nor of any other Feltivals .whatloever, 
(which do include Sttniaf) but-left Liberty fafe and entire to all;; 
and cites Socrates, that neither the Saviour, nor the Apoftles, 
commanded this to be obierved, by any Law. 

So it is here acknowledged,: that there was no Law of Chrift, 
or of his Apoftles, for this yearly Obfer v^tion only Rome would 
have it fo, and excommunicated thole Churches (as above.) which 
would not obey their Will. 

And Cent, t, fol. ioo,A, Pope Pius is laid to command, the 
Fcaft of the PalTover to be celebrated upon the Dominical 
day. 

And fol. i t;, D, it’s laid,. That Pope Pius and Vsttor, in .their 
Letters command, that the PalTover ought to be obierved by all 
Churches, in the lame manner : They add a Reafon, Berjaufe it 
doesnot become the Members (i. e. other Churches) to diilenc 
from the Head, which is the Roman See. So the Headlhip was 
claimed by Rome very early, if that be true. 

But of this Reafon there is fome doubt, whether it be jiot foi* 
fled in, and whether it were then affigned j for that Headfbipof 
Rome, Teems not aflumed in divers Centuries after. 

More to the fame purpofe we have ./of. 117, 1 18, about the 
different oblervation of the PalTover, and that it is evident, the 
Apoftles left the Churches at liberty. 

Fiino, i 2 i) we have Pope V’Aor blamed forhisrefolutenefs 
to bring all Churches to his Qbfetvation, and for damning and 
nick naming them Quarto </rc«0<j»».Hereticks, who obierved the 
PalTover the Fourteenth day of the Moon. ; 

And the Milchief of this is laid to be the greater, for th^t 
hereby the Bilhops of Rome were made more inlolent, to con- 
llitute other Ceremonies, and obtrude, them on other Churches. 
And this was an abule of Excommunication, and an Example 
of excommunicating thole, .for not ohlerving human Traditions, 
whootherwife were of found and right Minds. ' 

Lucius, fol. i2t, quotes Nicepborus, faying,, That fome in. 
Jfta percinacioufly retained their own; Manner : , Which Nice- 
fkrm, lib. 4, cap. 59 , 1 find, fpeaks alfo of the Differences that 
were about Falling, as well as about the day of the Paflbver- 
Fellival; for, fome thought they ought to. laft but one day,

Fol. 97, D, the PalTover is laid to be one of the Chriftian 
Feftivals. 

Fol. 134, B, he lays, Without doubt the Controverlie about 
holding the PalTover With the Jews , was agitated in divers 
places. 

And that the PafTover was to : be celebrated when theSun and 
Moon had pafled the TEquino&ial Caefure. 

And/e/. 176, F, and 157, A, B,C, we have a Learned Di- 
fputation of Jerome, about the PalTover, when it was oblerved, 
where the Romans fay, Before the Eleventh of the Calends of 
April. 

Fol. 161, E, Eufekwhys, It was not to be celebrated till 
after the Vernal /Equinox. 

Lucius, Cent. 4, Fol. 208, C, F, the Anthropomorphic s (Mere- 
ticks) kept the PalTover with the Jews. 

Fol. 224, B, D, the Arrians, of Indifferent- dyings, (they fay) 
The PalTover is not to beobferved, becaufe Chrift our PalTover is 
lacrificed for us: Who, though they were erroneous in great 
Chriftian Principles, yet in this they were (>I think) in the 
right. 

Fol. 231, H, At Cenjlantmople, in the firft day of the Pafchal 
Feaft, the Bilhop read the Book of the Gofpel, which the Dea- 
cons repeated.

Threatning or Difpleafure there againft thofe who do not 
oblerve it : Not one word there which conliitutes the Firft day 
a Sabbath, or calls it by that Name ; and, How can it be pro- 
ved by any man to be. of God, when the Word of God does 
not tell us of it ? Not one word that repeals or alters the 
Fourth Command in any jot or tittle ; nor any Power there 
given to any (that ever were, are, or fhall be) in the World, 
to make any Alteration therein, ( and, Who can tell us the 
perfons authorized from God to do this ? ) Which therefore, 
as long as the Heaven and Earth abide, feems to me 
unalterable, and Ihews, that the Seventh day is p 1 *? 1 '’ -1 /' 
the true weekly Chriftian Sabbath, and ought to Matth^'is?
